ment of Musgrove’s candidacy. 
Johnson is not out. 
lh 
is going 
into Alabama, indicating his decision 
to fight Mr. Coolidge 
everywhere 
lie is in South Dakota a* an indepen­ 
dent. 
Although

point to the growth of the Coolidge 
strength aud a wilting of the J o h n ­ 
son boom. it is too soon to make de­ 
finite predictions regarding the final 
strength of either. 
Johnson's test 
comes in the presidential primaries 
which do not begin until March. 
Musgrove's entry means Bryan will 
he fighting with all the vigor lie can 
command against any sort of

and platform.

When pollee arrived approximately 
12(1 girls were running about in the 
school yaril throwing stones through 
windows and defying school guards 
to stop t a t m. 
Hewing machines, chairs amt ta lk ­ 
ing machines were flying through the 
window* of Hi** upper stories, police 
said. 
A It**lf dozen girls were in­ 
jured tty flying glas*. hut none seri­ 
ously. 
Furnishings of Ute cottage* 
were completely wrecked.

T h e A merican M agazine for January gives prominence to 
the life work, in widely separated fields, of two Minnesotans, 
Hershel V. Jones, editor and publisher of the Minneapolis Journal, 
and Hugh Lincoln Cooper, one of the greatest hydraulic engineers 
in the world.

When he became eighteen he bought his home 
town newspaper, the Jefferson, N. Y., Courier, operated it a few 
years, then went west, 
binding a job on the paper he now owns, 
he became intel nationally known through his estimates of the 
wheat crops. 
Each year he traveled over the entire wheat area, 
and based his forecasts on his personal observations. 
Mr. Jones, 
who is 82 years old, Injught the Minneapolis Journal in 1908 and 
since then has been both its publisher and editor.

He says there were really only two serious objects in life for 
him: One was to own a newspaper in a large city; the other was 
to build up a library, and he has accomplished both these objects.

When 
completed it will be the largest water power plant in the I) nit cc 
States, being designed to produce 800,000 horsejniwer. 
It was Cooper who drafted the first plan for the great St 
Lawrence River power project, and it is the dream of his heart to 
be allowed to build it. 
There is at this time over 6,000,000 hydro 
electric horsepower developed in the United States. 
According 
to Cooper’s plan, the St. Lawrence river alone would develop 
5,440,000 horsepower. 
It’s not because we are all Minnesotans that we think the a r­ 
ticles concerning Jones and Cooper are the best in the January 
issue of the “ American,” but simply because these two men by 
their initiative, energy and resourcefulness have attained signal 
success in their life work.
